CLEVELAND WRITES - 
OF DEMOCRACY AND 
ITS PRESENT PLIGHT 


‘Philadelphia, December 19.—Former 
President Grover Cleveland contributes to 
this week's issue of The Saturday Even- 
ing Post, of Philadelphia, an extended 
article on the plight of the democracy and 
the remedy. Mr. Cleveland begins by re- 
Viewing the history of the party, and he 
discusses its defects since 1864 in detail. 
In taking up the question of the present 
condition of the democracy he says that 
the success of the party in 18823 was so 
decisive and overwhelming that a long 
continuance Of its supremacy was antic- 
ipated. Thea came the fallacy of free 
silver and popullam.”

This abandon- 
ment of the principles of true democracy, 
this contemptuous disobedience ot ite tra- 
ditions, ana this deliberate violation of 
the law ot ita strength and vigor were 
by a decree as inexorable as those of fate 
followed by the inevitable punishment of 
otunning staggering defeat.

MORE HEAVY ARTILLERY 


An order was issued yeaterday by 
Adjutant General Robertson transforming 
the Savannah Volunteer Guard into a 
battalion of heavy artillery.

Grout bill—a measure presumably to 
protect the butter interest as against 
Fraud, but really to protect that inter- 
est against an imaginary rival. 
It goes without denial that the gov- 
ernment should punish fraud wherever 
found, whether it is in the dairies 
where indifferent butter is artfully col- 
ored up so as to be presentable, or in 
the oleomargarine factories where an 
effort is made to palm off that product 
kor something which it is not. The 
value inherent in genuine butter, 


whether it exists in fact or is merely |. 


a matter of popular preference, should 
do protected against fraud, and in equal 
degree should the value of other fats 
deo left to its own place in the popular 
regard, so long as the business is open- 
ly. carried on. As for the mere trim- 
ming by which each business enhances 
its wares, the same privilege should 
de accorded to the one as to the other. 
'. . Yet this equity and protection of

An Assurance as to Competition. 

In an interview concerning street 
railway competition, Mr. H. M. Atkin- 
son says: . 

cannot believe that the people.of At- 
lanta have undergone any radical change 
in their desire to secure competitive 
street railroad service. If, upon investi- 
gation, I find that I am mistaken in this, 
and that the people are opposed to com- 
petition in street aar service in Atlanta, 
1 shall certainly not-insist on building 
the lines for which franchises have been 
asked. It would not be profitable for us 
— * so if the people are not in favor 
‘ We take this earliest occasion to as- 
sure Mr. Atkinson that his fear is 
groundless. The Constitution has vided 
effectually in the establishment of 
street car competition, and the people 
are enjoying in consequence a splendid 
development of street car service. 

So satisfied are the people of Atlanta 
with the foretaste of competition which 
they have thus gained, that they have 
probably gone a little faster than Mr. 
Atkinson in demanding the extension 
of this principle to the electric power 
and light service. They were so em- 
phatic about it that no man of doubt- 
ful record could be elected to the city 
government, and every man elected 
had to place himself under a pledge of 
honor to vote for the very thing which 
the aldermanic board had been hold- 
ing up. From all this it will be seen 
that the people of Atlanta are heartily 
in favor of all the competition they can 
get from every source that offers. 

The Constitution, in extending its 
warm indorsement to the campaign of 
competition, assures Mr. Atkinson that 
it will hereafter, as heretofore, advo- 
cate every extension and competition 
possible in street car service, and that 
it will, at the same time, advocate the 
same course in regard to electric lights 
and power.

Dr. Thempson Exonerated. 

We announce, with great pleasure.

result of misinterpgeted circumstances 
and in no wise reflects upon the integ- 
rity of Dr. Thompson. 

Dr. Thompson has resided in Atlanta 
for many years and he is widely es- 
teemed throughout the community for 
his unblemished rectitude of character 
and for his high sense of personal and 
professional honor. 


‘One of the Dangers Ahead. 

One ok the difficulties of the future 
in the government of Cuba will be an 
attack from the holders of the old 
Spanish debt which had been fastened 
upon the revenues of the island. 

Although these debts are fraudulent, 
so far as the consent of the people of 
Cuba goes, the holders of them, being 
subjects of England, France and Ger- 
many, will be sure to. push their col- 
lection, through their respective gov- 
ernments. If the money which these 
debts represent had been spent in the 
internal improvement of Cuba, then, 
in their nature, they would be such as 
should be met, but the money was en- 
tirely spent In the prosecution of a 
Spanish war against the Cubans, and 
— be collected out of Spain her- 
self, 

As it is, the case fs beset with diffi- 
culties. The claims are fraudulent as 
imposed upon the Cubans, and while 
the United States is in control, they 
will not even be presented. As Cuba 
must eventually become part of tho 
United States, we are interested in her 
future to the extent that she should 
not be weighted down with obligations 
sufficient to bankrupt her resources. 
Cuba is bound, however, to have a pe- 
riod of independence, in order to see 
how it works. The firet effort of the 
debt-owners will be by bribes, to buy 
up the impecunious statesmen who 
will want to fill their purses while they 
have the chance, and thus secure a 
recognition of the debt. Failing in 
this, German or English gunboats off 
Havana or Santiago would enforce the 
collection of these claims. Germany 
and Italy have both adopted this pro- 
cedure against American republica 
within the past five years, so that the 
principle of using a warship as a bill 
collector is no new thing. 

In the situation in which the United 
States ig now placed, some step should 
be takenNo anticipate these contingen- 
cies, Through some form of inhibition, 
it should be made known that these 
disputed claims have lost all effect; 
and that che United States forbids their 
collection, either now or at any future 
time, 3

fly of animals. | 

Before the coming century expires 
our descendants will no doubt be read- 
ing about the buffalo with as much 
curiosity ag we today read about the 
mastodon and other extinct products of 
former generations. 
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Mexico Stands Firm. 

There is a singular stringency in the 
money market of Mexico, resulting 
from the large exportations of Mexican 
dollars. 

Minister Limontour is quoted: 

t is tmpossible to disregard certain eco- 
nomical phenomena and certain symp- 
toms of the present business session, 
which reveal a condition of uneasincss 
cause! by the partial paralyzation of 
transactions and which, to continue for 
a long time, would probahly occasion a 
formal crisis in the comperas and in- 
dustry of a large portion of the republic.” 

The financial minister estimates that in 
addition to $50,000,000 In cash deposited in 
banks that the hoMings of the general 
public in cash does not amount to more 
thar $40,000,000, so that the total circu- 
lation of silver money may be estimated 
in the naighborhood of $90,000,000, Minister 
Limontour continues: 

It is not, therefore, strange that when 
suddenly the country's supply of casn was 
curtailed 10 to 12 per cent by the exporta- 
tion of silver dollars business should have 
experienc:d some degree of puralyzation. 
There has been an unusual demand for 
Mexican dollars, and this demand has 
renstbly diminished the supply of metaliic 
cash here.“ 

Which means that Mexico wants 
more silver and will enter the mar- 
ket to get it. The Mexican govern- 
ment did not see fit to go through a 
process of squeezing in favor of the 
creditor class as against the debtor, 
but pursued a policy which was equally 
beneficial to all. giving a prosperity 
which trebled values in ten years. The 
“paralyzation” is for more metallic 
cash, which will soon be met, since 
the business exists for it. 


Speculation Is Rampant. 

The rampant character of specula- 
tion is shown by the sale of two seats 
in the New York stock exchange—one 
for $48,500 and the other for $49,500. 

As there are about $1,100 fees con- 
nected with the transfer, it makes the 
price hang: about the $51,000 figure. 
The Herald's financial article says: 

In 1893 stock exchange seats sold as low 
as 314.000. Early in 1898 they were still 
below $20,000. During the subsequent boom 
in the market the pr.ce rose rapidly, and 
before the panic of last December mem- 
berships brought $1,000. Subsequently. 
they declined, and in the dull days of the 
lagt summer at least one seat soid at 
$35,000. During ghe last few months, how- 
ever, the price has edvanced with the new 
demand. Stock exchange members were 
much elated over the increased market 
value of their seats, and ‘are predicting 
$75,000 and $100,000 within. a year. 

At the risk of a charge of pessimism, 
it may be stated that the gambling 
spirit can hardly be any better in gen- 
eral business than it is in private ven- 
tures.

I think Colonel Mills ought to be 
made to apologize for calling Oscar a 
liar when he lay dead in the house. He 
was a Christian.

In regard to my proposed newspaper,” 
said Dr. Parkhurst in an interview on 
the subject, “I have been very much 
misrepresented by. the newspapers, and 
the reports have been much exaggerated. 
Newspaper reporters, as you know—pres- 
ent company excepted,” he added gra- 
ciously, recalling that his interlocutor 
was of the feminine gender, “are given 
to telling other things besides the truth. 
The sensational and detailed reports of 
the idea have been without foundation, 
as the proposition is not as yet auf- 
ficiently matured to enter into the discus- 
sion of anything but the general plan.” 

“There has not deen,“ continued Dr. 
Parkhurst, “any syndicate formed to un- 
dertake the financial backing of such a 
paper. Some wealthy men, however, 
have conferred with me on the subject 
and are considering the question of put- 
ting money into the venture. I cannot as 
yet state anything definite about the time 
when the idea will be materialized, but I 
hope that it may be soon. Buch a paper

The fight was fast and furious while 
it lasted, but was perfectly bloodless and 
entirely harmless and resembled a scien- 
tific sparring bout, rather than a slugging 
match. Notwithstanding the fact that 
arms and clenched fiets flew about wild- 
ly during the progress of the encounter, 
neither of the combatants were injured. 

Alderman Harvey Johnson, who presid- 
ed over the meeting, acted as emergency 
referee, but the fight lasted for only one 
round and no decision was rendered.

“It has been my purpose to ascertain 
if the payment of al) these appropria- 
tions would in any way injure or affect 
the credit of the state and my investiga- 
tion leads me to the opinion that it will 
aot.” . 

In view of this statement made yester- 
day by Governor Candler there is no 
longer any doubt of hig approving the 
general appPopriation bill. He hes not yet 
signed the bil] and stated that he would 
not do so until ali the special appropria- 
tien billg reach him. 

Institutions Have Been Fearful. 

In view of the impression in some 
quarters that the governor would cut 
down the appropriation bil the friends 
and patrons of the leading schools of the 
state which are well taken ore of in the 
measure have been anxioug lest their pet 
institutions should be cut. 

The statement of the governor on yes- 
terday practically makes certain hig Ap 
proval of the bill as R came to him. 

This year Governor Oandler did not 
find it necessary to horrow a cent to meet 
the rprining expenses of the state. He 
hopes to be able to get through next year 
without making a load and thinks it pos- 
sthle that he will be able to do so.

GROWTH OF CITY IMMENSE 


Buildings Have Been @rected and 
Are in Course of Construction, 
Amounting to $1,908,796. 
Figures May Reach 
$8,000, 000, 


The number of buildings erected ana 
the amount of money expended on bulld- 
ings in the city of Atlanta for the past 
year will eclipse the record of any pre- 
vious year in the history of the city. 
This year's record will surpass even that 
of 1897, which year witnessed a most 
phenomena! development in the nature of 
buildings. The total amount invested 
in buiJdings during that year was $1,808,- 
94, while up to the present time §1,908,- 
73% has been expended thie year in arch- 
itecturaty beautifying the city, and the 
year is not yet ended. | 

This record le gratifying and goes to 
show that Atlanta's growth is remark- 
able. The building record for 199 shows 
a total of $1,408,997 expended, which nets 
an increase of 9614,729 for this year over 
last year. Last year's record fell below 
the high mark attained by the year 1897. 
In 1899, 2.18 building permits were issued, 
and 2,08 were issued this year, a slight 
decrease from last year. 

Following is the record from the build- 
ing inspector's office since 18%, which 
demonstrates plainly the immense growth 
of Atlanta during those years: 

18986—Permits: issued, 782; total amount 
expended, $1,404,436. 

1997—Permits issued, 1,313; total amount 
expended, N. 508. 204. 

1898—-Permits issued, 1,840; total amount 
expended, $889,152. 

1899—Permits issued, 2,125; total amount 
expended, $1,293,997, 

The month of August holde the recora 
for this year. a total of 9609,214 being 
invested. The largest number of per- 
mete | ‘ed during September, the 
total being 228. 

The development of Atlanta during the 
past year haa been attended with the 
erection and the beginning of construc- 
tion of some very handsome structures 
and the close of the year will witness 
the metropolitan air of the city intensi- 
fied.

ASKS FOR ASSOCIATION MAN 


But Since the State of Mississippi 
Drove Out the Tariff Associa- 
tion They Cannot Respond. 


A well known insurance manager of At- 
lanta has recetved a letter from an agent 


at Oxford, Mies. asking that an electrical 
expert be sent by the Southeastern Tariff 
ASsociation to examine the wiring recent- 
ly installed in the University of Missis- 


sippl. 

For many years there was no standard 
of electric installation, but the tariff as- 
sociation, acting for many of the great 
insurance comranies operating in the 
southern feld, established regulations, 
rules and a fina! standard which has un- 
doubtedly resulted in immensely reducing 
what is known as the fire waste in this 
fiek). 

The legislature of Miasalsaippi, however, 
determined that the tariff association was 
an organisation ancunting to a trust. 
and recently ordered it out of the state. 
The university of Miestasippl, therefore, 
will have to go without an araociation 
expert's inspection, and ro the manager 
advised his agent, 

It is an odd coircidence that several 
yearr ago, before the state of Virginia 
alan held the arsoelntlon to be a trust. 
an electrical inspector of that body exam- 
ined the electric wiring in the buildings 
of the University of Virginia. He found 
at least one serious defect, and promptly 
reported the matter to the authorities, 
Hie advice, however, was not heeded, and 
later a fire occurred from that very de- 
fect which coat the univeraity some 150. 
00 in cash, not to mention the loss of 
books and papers which could never be 
replaced, 

The local manager has written his 
agent expressing his regret that the state 
of Mississippi cannot avail itself of the 
services of the association inspectors, al- 
though it is likely an attempt will be 
made to have as competent a man as 
possible investigate the university ele tric 
installation.
